The 
limitation 'carrier protein according to claim 5, that comprises a P23TT, P21TT ... hsp70 CD4+ T cell epitope' is indefinite and confusing 
because the carrier protein of claim 5 already comprises all the epitopes except hsp70 CD4+ T cell epitope'. Due to the lack of 
antecedence, it appears that the carrier protein of amended claim 6 additionally comprises the recited epitopes. This raises new 
indefiniteness and new matter issues under 35 USC 112, second and first paragraphs, requiring further consideration. 
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
